Processing and disposing of Ebola-contaminated wastes presents significant
public health and worker safety concerns that may not have been accounted for when
your facility was originally permitted. IDEM is taking the precautionary step of
prohibiting your facility from accepting and processing wastes contaminated or
comingled with Category A infectious substances, including Ebola. You may receive
approval to process these wastes by documenting the safety and effectiveness of your
equipment and operating procedures for these wastes.

IDEM is authorized by IC 13-19-3-8.2(2), to prohibit processing of specific wastes
at a solid waste processing facility. Effective immediately, Stericycle, Inc., must not
accept or process wastes contaminated or comingled with Category A infectious
substances regulated under the Hazardous Materials Regulations at 49 CFR 171-180.

If you are interested in processing wastes contaminated or comingled with
Category A infectious substances, please contact IDEM to arrange a meeting before
submitting any information.

The faclility is a medical waste processor and it is located at 1310 Michigan
Street, Gary.

If you wish to appeal this decision, you must file a request for administrative
review with the Office of Environmental Adjudication within 18 days after the postmark
of this letter. The enclosed Notice of Decision notifies you of additional important details
regarding the appeal process and your rights and responsibilities for filing an adequate
and timely appeal.
